chuſe whom they pleafe for their King. Count 
Daun, Governour of this City, bas given Orders 
for appreheading M. de Freytag, Colonel of the 
Bareith Regiment of Dragoons, for forcing and 
wounding a Centinel at the Barrice of Eoler{dorf. 
Letters from Warlaw give an Account, that a cer- 
tain Prince is arcived hese Incognito, and that the 
Partizans of Staniflaus are very buſy in recom-

Hambourg, Aug. 14. Some Days ago a Mer. 
chant arrived bete by way of Lubeck, having been 
14 Days io his "Paflage from Pecersbourg de re- 
ports that the Mafcovite Fleet is generally believed 
not to be defigned for any Expedition of Confe- 
quence, there not being any Fiteſhip and bot one 
new raifed Regiment imbarked, and that thoft of 
the Crews confifted of raw unexperienced Men. 
He adds, that the Czarian Princeſſes divert them- 
elves in the Country Seats near Petersbourg, and 
twas reported they would (et out the Beginning of 
nent Month with Prioce Menzikoff for Mofcow, 
to be there againft the Time the Cear has ended 
his Cachpaign ; and that ‘tis likely bis Czarifh Ma- 
jeſty wilt wende in that Capital the oext Winter, to 
be beer at Hand to give Orders to his conquered 
Places on the Perfian Frontiers. Other Letters 
from Petersbourg fay, that the Duke of Holftcin’s 
Po efticks who were come thither from Mofcow, 

a Order to go to Germany, have réceived Orders 
finée to continee at Petcrsbourg. Advices from 
Mecklenbourg fay, that an Officer ſent from the 
Same is arrived «t Domitz,.with Difpatches to the 
overnour and the Codnell, as 'ti given 
out, an Order from the Dake to the Governottr 
and Council, not to receive henceforwards, or fend 
to the Duke of Mecklenbourg any Letters from 
the Subdelegated Commiffidn at Roftock, bot to 
caule the Bearers of fuch Letters to be acquainted, 
that the Duke does not own the ſaid Subdelegated 
Commiſſion, and that the Members which compofe 
it may, if they think fit, fend ſuch Letters direQly 
to the Duke as they judge nec-ffary to write. 

Hague, Aug. 21. * The States of Holland are 
* again aflembled in order to teſume their Delibe- 
* rations on the Matters they left undetermined at 
* their laſt breaking up. The Admiralties are all 
* ordered on peed on the 27th Inftant, and that 
* of Zealand has given Notice they will be prefent 
* with the others. The Miniftcr of Pruffia has 
* delivered to the States General a Lettet from the 
* King his Maſter, notifying the Birth of a young
